The 
tombstone was nothing Ubb than an 
advertisement of his business, for the 
Inscription ran: “Hero lies John Emer- 
son, the best hatter In tho state of 
Ohio." The tombstone, after raising 
some discussion, was eventually pass- 
ed by the authorities. 

A Canadian firm went one better 
even than this. The head of the firm 
In question died, and over his grave 
was Inscribed on the tombstone: 
"Here lies Abraham Stokes, founder 
of the firm of Stokes & Company, who 
for many years have manufactured 
pickles and bottled fruits. Best of all 
and without rival." 

The tombstone cenBorB sometimes 
refuse permission for epitaphs of this 
description to be raised over the 
graves of the dead.
